IN PAWNSHOP

Shot by Boy Desperado He 
Tried to Arrest. 


CAPTURED 
AFTER 
CHASE 


Slayer Was Attempting to Pawn 8tolen 


Jewelry and Officer Was Summoned 


to Make Arrest. 


Philadelphia, June 27. — Thom as 
Dowling, a policeman, was shot and 
almost instantly killed by a seventeen 
ytai old youth named Homer Cleve 
laud 
Wiggins, of Wilmington, Del., 
whom he was trying to arrest as a 
auspicious < harai ter In a pawnshop at 
the corner 01 t ilth aud Vine streets. 
Wiggins tau out of the pawnshop 
al ter the bhoot lug and was pursued by 
a crowd up Vine stteet. to Franklin, 
where he took refuge behind some 
bricks in the ruins of the Hensei-Col 
la day building, which was burned down 
last winter. There he held the crowd 
in check by threatening to shoot any­ 
one who approached. 
A rail hail bein sent 
in to (he 
Fourth and Seventh police districts, 
aud while two patrol loads of police­ 
men were on their way, Joseph Link, 
a policeman of the to n n er station, 
drew 
his revolver 
and 
approached 
Wiggins. 
Wiggins railed to him Ur stop, but 
Link nevei 
waveied. 
He continued 
straight toward the barricaded man, 
revolver in baud. When Wiggins re a l­ 
ized that any attem pt to shoot would 
bring a bullet I rom the policem an h 
weapon, lie again turned and tied. 
Link started atter him and 
fired 
once, commanding him to stop Wig­ 
gins turned on the policeman, who, 
with the help of several other persons, 
quickly o \ cr powered the youth. 
By the time the two patrols arrived 
the presence ot the policemen was 
needed. 
The crowd, which numbered 
several hundred persons, grew th reat­ 
ening and an attem pt was rn ai Ie to 
get ut the prisoner. 
Wiggins was hus­ 
tled Into the patrol wagon and d m e tt 
awa> to the station house, the patrol 
followed closely by the crowd, which 
stilt attem pted to take him from the 
police. 
At first the flayer said his name 
was W alter Johnson, aud that he came 
from Harrisbtiig, but after a prolonged 
questioning when taken to the city 
ball, he gave his correct name and 
said that to lived at 217 South Ilarri 
son street, Vilmington, Del. 
Ai fording to the police, Wiggins 
went Into the pawnshop and attem pted 
to pawn a pier e of jewelry, a descrip­ 
tion of which was in the hands of the 
pawnbroker as a piece that bad been 
stolen.

Mortally 
wounded, Dowling fell bleeding to the 
floor. 
Threatening the pawnbroker with 
bls pistol, Wiggins backed to the door 
and broke into a run. 
The sound or the shot had been 
heard by pedestrians, and the chase 
was taken up in a moment. Policemen 
came in response to the cries of mur 
der, aud Wiggins was soon caught.

Pittsburg Has Labor Famine 
and Busy Mills. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., June 27.- So acute 
has become the labor fam ine In the 
Pittsburgh district that prisons are be 
tug rallied by the big industrial con 
certis working against tim e to get out 
m aterial on orders (‘ailing for deliv­ 
ery within thirty to ninety days. 
The rush of orders for finished ma­ 
terial has not been equalled since prior 
to the panic days of 19o7, After em 
playing all other known methods o 
getting workmen Into the mills and 
factories, the manufacturing corpora 
lions have turned to the workhouse, 
Jails and police stations. 
The Monongahela River Coo sol id at 
ed Cool and Coke company raided a1! 
the precinct stations !a*t week seeking 
to get men to m in the coal flee » 
ready to start south ‘rn the temporary 
boating stage caused by rains at th* 
headwaters. Men who were charged 
with minor offenses had an opportunity 
to work. 
If they signed up sonteuc* 
was suspended. 
News of this method spread and the 
Carnegie Steel company decided to go 
farther in its extremity. Agents of that 
company vlisted the county workhouse 
ami with the permission of the war­ 
den scanned the dockets. Those tom 
mltted for minor offenses in default 
of payment of fines were called in and 
offered 
work. 
Those who accepted 
had their fines paid by the steel cor 
poration and were taken away, guard 
ed carefully lest they should escape. 
W arden Lewis, at th e county jail, 
accepted from the various city magi* 
trates fines imposed upon prisoner* 
unable to pay. These fines were pale4 
by the steel corporation employment 
agents and by agents of the Jones & 
Laughlin Steel company. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 27.—Offers 
of assistance in the formation of the 
new "Progressive party" are reaching 
Colonel Roosevelt by mail and tele 
graph, he said, at such a rate th at he 
will be unable to acknowledge most OI 
them for some time.

Two very singular weather devices 
are those in which a frog and a leech 
are employed. 
In the former case a 
glass Jam-Jar is filled to about two- 
thirds of Its capacity with water. 
A 
little wooden ladder is 
constructed, 
Rnd this is placed inside the Jar. 
A frog will live quite happily 
In 
such a position for a few weeks, and 
it will be found that in fine weather 
the creature will climb out up to the 
top of the ladder. 
In stormy weather, 
however, the frog prefers to remain 
under the water. 
Even more reliable 
as 
weather 
prophets are leeches 
A single I t c h 
is placed in a broad glass bottle with 
a piece of perforated bladder or leath­ 
er over the mouth. 
On the approach 
of fine or frosty w eather the leech re­ 
mains almost motionless, curled up at 
the bottom. 
When rain or wind is 
coming the creature rises to the stir 
fare, while a coming thunderstorm will 
cause It to be much agitated; at tim es 
the leech will even leave the water 
altogether, so sensitive is the animal 
to an electrical disturbance. 
The chameleon barom eter is a curi­ 
osity which has puzzled many people, 
hut Its construction is really 
very 
simple. 
The animal changes color ac­ 
cording to the weather, being pink In 
dam p conditions, purple In a v o ta b le 
state, and bright blue wbeo the air la 
dry. 
A cardboard mount is 
prepared, 
and this may be lettered In sections, 
Fair Storm and Change. 
The chame­ 
leon Is sketched out on blotting paper, 
and then immersed In a solution of 
chloride of sodium and gum arabic 
Any chemist will m ake up the mix 
ture. 
A more beautiful 
chemist 
hygro­ 
scope Is formed of a flower made of 
whit** blotting paper which has been 
Immersed In the cobalt mixture. 
The 
blossoms show many varying shades, 
from bright pink to sky blue, with the 
changes In the degree of dampness In 
the atmosphere. 
A 
somewhat 
curious 
storm glass 
was Introduced by the late Admiral 
Fitzroy 
This is formed of a 
glass 
tube. gtopi*red. but with a small hole 
through the cork. 
Into the tube has 
been poured a mixture of camphor, 
nitre, sal ammoniac, alcohol and wa 
ter. 
The changes In the state of the 
atm osphere are Indicated by the pro­ 
duction of feathery growths, these ex 
tending upward at the approach of a 
storm and retreating to the lower part 
of th e tube In quiet weather.
